Tb« Hague, April 8. — There Is little 

faith anions the Hoit sympathi/crs 
li«re that p«ace is imminent in South 
Africa. Hearts are hardened in conse- 
(lucnrr- of tbo cr)!! fcrfnrcs hfld hero 
ufid at Utrethl and the Boer tnvojs 
and refugees are asserting in a louder 
<sry than ever that the war will laat 
four rc*T* longer and that there can 
ii* no peace wlthotit indepcndrnff. 
The Liedullty of the buight rs in South 
Africa is mali hcd hy the assumption 
of their agents here that their deliv- 
erance li cominf from England'* for- 
eign complications when there is not 
a cloud "In the sky. When the three 
Doer commissioners wtr(! sent to 
America it was assumed that a good 
c«M would be made out for an Investl- 
gaition of the military condnrt of the 
war and the shipment of supplies of 
horses and miiley frdm tlu I'nitfd 
Statvs would be prohibited. Thest- Il- 
lusions were dispelled when the dele- 
gates returned, but a new fiction has 
been supplied. 

Thf Hoer advocates a:e avs-rrting 
that England Is fatiilly embarrassed 
by her alliance with Japan and cer- 
tainly will be drawn into a war of 
tremendous magnitude In the far east. 
The Boer pympathlzers an- con.se- 
Quently justifying an indefinite con- 
tinuance of the guerilla warfare and 
forecasting the ultimate triumph of 
the cause of independence, when Brit 
i.Kh troops cannot be spared from the 
larger theater of Kuropean operations 

The Dutch were once the most as 
tute neutrals in the world. They are 
now the most sggressive partisans. 

When the radical government was 
in power the ministers confessed that 
the future uf liolland might be im 
perilled by the bitter hostility dis 
played against England. Some of 
them were frightened by the fact that 
Utrecht had brrome a base of opera- 
tions against Ehigland and that M 
Kruger had brought to Holland what 
gold remained in the Transvaal trees 
ury and was using It for purpose of 
maintaining hostile operations and 
promotinK foreign intervention. They 
were charged with a lack of sympathy 
for the Boers when they asserted that 
the presence of Mr. Kruger kept Hoi 
land In a state of excitement and it 
would bi- a Ki^od thios if be WCr« to 
leave the country. 

To Prevent Shipment of Arms. 
San Francisco, April 8. — The custom 
tVpuse authorities have been notified 
to ke on the alert to discover the »hip- 
ment of arms from this country to the 
Insurgents in China. Collector Strat- 
ton has received a letter from O. A 
Spalding, acting secretary of the treas' 
017, atatlng that in the protocol sign> 
•A OB aei>t. 7. 19|Q1^ the importation of 
anus and munitions of war is prohib 
Ited. The letter states: "It In re 
period that Jnfiurrectionary move 
■MAts are now flagrant in the south 
ern provinces of Chlaa and that the 
insurgents are receiving supplies of 
arms and warlike materials from 
abroad."

His discussion 
at the beginning of the session was 
dey.oted to a review of the conditions 
mhiota led up to the present state of 
minds of the Philippines people. He 
■aid that long before the advent of tbo 
Americ ans th'^ germs of democracy 
had been planted there.

Toledo went Kepuuli 
can. Mixed tickets were elected In 
many placea. 



Opposed By Cullonn. 
WashinCon. April 8.— .Mr. Cullom 
said that persooaily he was In favor 
of the absolute exclusion of Chinese 

laborers, but lie b -lieved that existing 
laws were ample to accompli.-h the ri 
suit. He was opposed to tin- pending 
bill because some of its provisions, in 
his Judgment, were in contravention 
of our treaty obligations. He eoneed 
ed the right of congress to abrogate 
treaties by legislation, but urged that 
such action should be taken only in 
exceptional oases. It was unnecces* 
sary in the present situation to pass 
such a law as that proposed. 

Wife Murderer IHanged.

Van Stavern was hanged here for the 
murder of bis wife. The crirn" was 
committed on the night of Nov. 21) 
lasrt, and was the result of Jtalousy 
Van Stave-n and hi.- wife ha.l been 
married IS years, separated frequent 
iy and were not living together at the 
time of the tragedy. Van Stavern 
met his wife on the street and fired 
four •^hi.ts at her from a revolver, a 
of the bullets taking effect. She died 
instantly During his trial he pro 
fessed ignoiancc of the occurrence.

Columbus, O.. April 8.— Tl»e house 
of representatives met on schedule 
time after the members had spent a 

day at home attending to the muni( i- 
pal elections. V/ork will be disposed 
with as much rapidity as possibility 
and a "hot finish" is expected, to en- 
able the session to adjourn on April 
21. Representative McNamee Intro 
duced a resolution as soon as the read- 
ing of the journal was completed lae 
resolution gives official authority to 
the governor to accept the scholarship 
at Oxford university conferred upon 
two Ohio boys, as soon as he wiil 
have been formaliV informed of the 
provisions of the will of the late Cicil 
Rhodes. One hundred dollars is to be 
appropriated for the purpose of defray 
ing the expenses of an examination to 
be ht id in the hall of the house of 
representatives. The examination is 
to be open to every boy in the state 
without regard to his social or flnan 
al condition and the commission is 
esix'c ially ( harK< d ti. ^ee that the pro- 
visions of tue will are fully co:iipli(d 
with. 

Another resolution was offered by 
Mr. Poster of Ross county. This res 

olution is to confer authority upon 
the State .Archaeological and Histori- 
cal society to proceed with tin- con- 
templated celebration of the admission 
of Ohio to the Union. The resolution 
provides that a commission, honorary 
be appointed by the governor to rep- 
resent the state. The conimisaUm IS 
to consist of seven members. 

A bill of interest to wheelmen was 
introduced. The bill provides for is- 
suing licenses to wheelmen without 
charge, except where there is a path 
maintained hy societies. Permission 
is also granted to widen the bicycle 
path along public highways. 

A bill by Mr. Arthur of Union coun 
ty provides that county auditors are 
to be given postage for forwarding re 
ports to the oflUe of the auditor of 
state. The bill also provides that the 
expense of preparing these reports Is 
to be borne by the State and not by 
the rounfies. 

Representative Willis of Hardin 
county introduced a bill to give pro- 
bate courts concurrent Jurisdiction 
with common pleas courts In matters 
of the partition of estates. 

Representative Middle swart Intro 
duced a bill to allow Justices of the 
peace 26 cents each for issuing the 
first subpoenas in cases and five cents 
tor each additional ones. 

Aetien of Bend Companies. 

New York April 8. — Nine compan 
ies w hic h make a business of going on 
the boncis of licpior dealers have no 
tifled their customers of an advance 
in the rates. The bonds they sign are 
guarantees to the state that the liquor 
laws will not be violated. When a 
saloonkeeper is twice convicted of ex 
else violation, his license is revoked 
and bi's bond forfeited. Many of the 
liquor sellers arrested Sunday already 
have been convicted once and if prov- 
ed guilty again thc' bonding companies 
will be compelled to stand the loss. 

A Protest Filed. 

Washington. A[)ril 8 — At the c pc n- 
ing of the session the president pro 
ten.. Mr. Prye, laid before the senate 
a telegram signed by Claus Spreckles 
and about 20 other business men of 
San Francisco protesting against the 
passage of the Chinese exclusion bill 
in Us present form. The signers of 
the telegram declared that the exclu- 
sion of legitimate Chinese merchants, 
according to the provision of the 
measure, would be an act of gioss in- 
justice.

OOTLOOI FOR STEIKE. 

West Virginia < uul Miners May Be 

Ordered Out. 
Indianapolis, April 8.— An order for 

I great strike In the W. st Virginia 
iiituminous coal fields may be issued 
within the next two or ti-.iei- days by 
the national executive board of the 
United Mine Workers of America, 
now in se.-sion here. It has been ad- 
mitted for a month a? \\ ini'iuartera 
here that a strike ,v.i ; iciialili in 
West Virginia, as the operators had 
repeatedly refused all appeals for a 
joint conference. The Mine Workers 
have not abandoned hope of a settle- 
ment, l>ut the officials indicate they 
are well prepared now for making a 
vigorous fight. The situation in the 
anthracito field has not yet been t&k- 
en up. 

Whitelaw Rsld Ossllnes. 

Washington. April 8.— Whitelaw 
Reld, head of the special eiiitiassy to 
represent the United Stati s al the 
coronation of King Edward Vll, has 
declined Um tsadsr of the British gov 
ernment to become its guest duiing 
the cer. monies. The British govern 
ment extends a similar imitation to 
every one of the special ambassadors 
undertaking to provide them quarters 
and entertainment. The difficulty lie^

Violation of Sherman Law. 

Cincinnati, April 8.— The federal 
circuit court of appeals afllinifd the 
United States district court which 
had Issued an Injunction against the 
trade agreement entered Into by the 
Chesapeake and Ohio company and 17 
coal operators in the Kanawha dis- 
trict of West iVrginia whereby the 
fuel company agreed to handle the out 
put of these 17 operators and not ban 
die any other coal from the Kanawha 
district. IVith courts hi^Id that thl:^ 
agreement was in violation of th 
Sherman anti-trust law and constitui 
ed a combination in restraint of trade 
and therefore It was permanently en- 
jolns4. 

Taft's Plans.

Taft lias lucii ri' 
leased from the hospital and has been 
walking out and attending to cone 
spondence at the house of bis brother 
Mr. Charles P. Taft, he is not yet en 
tirely recovered, and his surf;; on has 
advised him to wait at least until 
AprW l.'ith l)ef.)i. beginning tlie lai 
ties that precede his return to the 
Pbllipplttes. He etpseti nov to be 
able to go to St. Louis on the 16th or 
Ititb of April to consult with the of- 
ficers of the St. Louis exposition con 
cerning an exhibit from the Philip- 
pine Islands. 

Rhodes' Funeral Train. 
Buluwayo. .Matabeland, April 8 
The funeral train conveying tbe body 

of Ce c il Rhodes, which left Cape 
Town April ;!. arrived here. The 
town was draped in mourning and 
practically the entire population as 
sembled at me railroad station and 
accompanied the coffin to the dril 
bail, where It is now lying In state. 
Masses of wreathes and other tiora 
tributes are banked about the bier 
The coffin will be taken to the Rhodes 
farm In the Matoppo die'trlct, whence 
it win be conveyed April 10 to the 
hill called "The View of the World.'

Some of the largest fortunes appear to 
have been derived from the invention of 

trivialties and noveltiep. «u( h as the 
once-popular toy known as "Dancing 
Jimcrow," which for several yean ia said 
to have yielded its patentee an annual 
income of upward of $75,000. The sale 
of another toy— "John Gilpin"— enriched 
its lucky inventor to the extent of $100,- 
000 a year as long as it continued to 
enjoy the unexpected popularity that 
greeted it when first placed upon the 
market. Mr. Plimpton, the Inventor of 
the roller skate, ina.le ?l,(XXi,(VK) ont of 
bis idea, and the gentleman who tirst 
thought of placing a rubber tip at the 
end of lead pencils made quite $100,000 a 
year by means of his simple improve- 
ment. 

When Harvey Kennedv introduced the 
shoe lace he made $2,500,000, and the or- 
dinary umbrella benetiled six people by 
as much aa $10,000,000. Tbe Howard 
patent for boiling sugar in vacuo proved 
a lucrative investment for tbecapiuliate 
who were able to remunerate the in- 
ventor on a coloeaal acale. It ia esti- 
mated that his income averaged between 
11200,000 and $250,000 per annum. 

Sir Joaiah Maaon, the inventor of tbe 
improved steel pen, made an enormous 
fortune, and on his death English chari 
ties benefited by many milliooa of dol 
lare. The patentee of the pen for shad- 
ing in dillcrent colors derived a yearly 
income of about $200,600 from tbia ingen- 
ioua contrivance. It is steted that the 
wooden ball with an elastic attached 
yielded over $50,000 a year. Many read- 
era will remember a legal action which 
took place some yeara ago, when in the 
J. course of the eviden( 9 it transpired that 
the inventor of the meUl plates uaed for 
protecting tbe eolee and heela of ahoes 
from wear sold 12,000,000 plates in 1879, 
and in 18S7 tbe number reached a total 
of 143,000,000, which raaliaed proflta of 
$1,150,000 for the year. 

The lady who invented the modern 
baby carriage enriched heraelf to tbe ex- 
tent of $50,000, and a young lady living at 
Port Elizibeth, South Africa, devised the 
simple toilet requisite knoWB as the 
"Mary Anderaon" cnriiag Iron, from 
which ahe derives royaltiea amoonting to 
$500 a year. It was the wife of a clergy- 
man who designed an improvement Inr 
the eoraet and made a fortone out of it. 
The gimlet-pointed aOMW, the idea of 
a little girl, brought many milliona of 
doUara to the clever inventor. Miaa 
Knight, a young lady of excellent talents, 
was gifted with wonderful mechanical 
powers, as will he seen by tbe compli- 
cated mechanism of her machine for 
making paper bags. We are told she re- 
fused $50,000 for it ibortly after taking 
ont the patent
